London, Oct. 4. 

Mr R. A. Butler, Britain’s Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, pledged tonight he would 
“at all costs’ defend the pound sterling 
and made it clear he intends to take new 
steps to stem inflation in Britain. 

He was speaking at the Lord Mayor of 
London's dinner to bankers and merchants 
—a few hours after the Treasury had dis- 
closed a big September dip of $112 million 
in Britain’s vitakgold and dollar reserves. 

Mr Butler pointgd out that this loss had taken 
place in the first half of the month while adverse 


rumours about sterling were rife. 

After he had spoken to the International Monetary 
Fund at Istanbul — dismissing speculation that the pound 
was to be devalued — the slide in the reserves ceased, 


for uw healthy British economy. 
The British world trade position 
hay been weakened recently by 
‘inereasing competition from 
West Germany, Japan and the 
world markets, 
said.

The two men, whose address 
Js 68 Kennedy Koad, was alleged 
to have assoulted John Mardn 
on August 3 and then unlaw{p- 
ly imprisoned him against his 
will, 

Mr J. W. D. Hobley, Crown 
Counsel, is prosecuting, assisted 
by Det.-Inspector J, S$. Howarth, 

Vahremeyer and Kears. are 
defended by Mr P. J. Grifiths, 
of Wilkinson and Grist. 

It was disclyscd = previously 
that the complainant, who is 
managing director of Martin and
